Among 
the "insufficient'* are the best wheat 
Showing districts. 


The 
official "insufficient" means 


utter 
starvation. 
The 
famine- 


stricken area exceeds half a million 
square miles, and a'bout the same 
area as that of <the great famine of 
1891. 
The population numbers 43,- 


000,000. The hopes founded on the 
report of two months ago have von* 
ished. The havoc has 'been wrought 
by the intense heat and entire ab- 
sence of rain when needed. 
After- 


ward there were 
torrential down- 


pours and hailstorms. The appear 
ance of innumerable pests is com- 
pleting the 
destruction. As 
the 


harvest is now in progres, these are 
final reports. It might be supposed 
that Russia, would still be able to 
draw on her vast resources in Sibe- 
ria, 'but matters have not gone else* 
where, though the figures have not 
been finally issued* Moreover, tlie 
bumper crops of Siberia avail little, 
for Russia has no road but the rail- 
roads.

during .previous famines, the great 
majority were within a hundred or 
two hundred miles -of the railroads, 
and grain could not and cannot go 
to the starving mujiks, though the 
streams take such quanties to the 
ports as to benefit the outer world.

On the arrival of commons 


the speech was read. It says: 


"My Lords and Gentlemen—It is 


satisfactory to be able to close the 
first parliament of my reign with the 
'assurance that the cordiality of the* 
relations of Great Britain with the 
other powers remains undiminished." 


A reference to China is merely con- 


gratulatory, on the attainment of an 
agreement in regard to the indem- 
nity, security for its payment and 
the punishment of the most guilty 
offenders. In regard to South Africa, 
the speech says: 


"The progress of my forces in the 
onquestofthetwo republics by which 
y South African colonies have been 
nvaded has been steady and continu- 
us. But, owing to the difficulty anu 
xtent of the country to be traversed, 
he length of the military operations 
has been protracted." 


The speech refers to the signal suc- 
ess of the duke of Cornwall and 
York's visit to the colonies as "addi- 
ional proof of the patriotism, loyalty 
nd devotion of the people of my do- 
minions over the .sea." 


The rest of the speech merely re- 
ords the king's satisfaction with the 
iberal provision, made for the naval 
nd military services, the arrange- 
ments made for the maintenance of 
honor and dignity of the crown, "es- 
pecially those which affect the state 
ind comfort of my royal consort/' 
ind the authorisation to change the 
•oyal title. It concludes: 


I earnestly commend you to the 


merciful protection and guidance of 
Almighty God."

WARSHIPS HASTEN TO ISTHMUS 


Iowa Ordered to Speed Her Departure to the 


Western Coast—Energy in Getting Force 


to Scene of Disturbance* 


Washington, Aug. 17.—TEere was 


an entire absence of news at the state 
department today concerning 
the 


Colombian-Venezuelan troubles. The 
navy department, which is directing 
all its energies to hurrying ships to 
the scene of the disturbance, in order 
to enforce our treaty guarantees, ex- 
pects to have three ships on the way 
within twenty-four hours. 


The 3Iachais, which has been de* 


tained at Hampton Roads by the 
threatening weather south of Cape 
Hatteras, will be able to start on her 
journey today, assurances having 
having been given, by the weather 
bureau that nil dangers from the gulf 
storm along the southern Atlantic 
has now passed* 
This information 


was telegraphed to the commandant 
of the Norfolk navy yard. Word was 
received at <the navy department to- 
day that the battleship Iowa had ar- 
rived at San Francisco, and she -was 
insrtucted by telegraph to proceed as 
soon as possible to Panama, on the 
west const. 


It is probable she will have to take 


some coal 'aboard, but the department 
believes she will be able to soil on 
her 3,400-mile journey by tomorrow 
morning. 


No word has come from the Ranger, 


at San Diego, and the officials at the 
department are somewhat puzsled at 


her delay in starting. It was sup- 
posed that she would be able to sail 
at short notice, as her commander had 
warning to prepare her for soa, but 
nothing lias been 'heard from Mm 
since the orders were sent him yes- 
terday morning.

NEWSPAPERS ARE BLUE. 


London, Aug. 17.—The proroguing 


of parliament today is the occasion 
of much doleful comment. The Pall 
Mall Gazette refers to the results ac- 
complished, with annotations on "the 
decay of parliamentary government" 
and "the break-down of the constitu- 
tional system." However this may 
be, finance was the only big thing 
dealt with during the session. Even 
tho Times and Standard point out 
the decline - of the authority of the 
ministers in the house of commons. 
Tha closure has been used more fre- 
quently than ever before. 


Mr. Balfour, the government loader, 


has delighted the cynics by 'his- cool 
unconcern by walking into the house 
of commons at 11 o'clock and break- 
ing off debate by the closure. 


The Statist says the government 


has bungled in the war and in fin- 
ance. It defines Sir Michael Hicks* 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, 
as a "politician absolutely ignorant 
of finance and who knows as little 
about the money market as any other 
country gentleman." 


The paper contrasts the effects of 


the enormous sums borrowed by the 
United States in the civil war and 
by France in 1870 with the fall in 
consols resulting from the methods 
of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, and at- 
tributes it to the government's fin- 
anciering. 
It says there is a mis- 


taken belief abroad that the resources 
of the country have been immensely 
exaggerated and that Great Britain 
is not so rich as imputed, and claims 
that the belief in the almost inex* 
haustible resources of Great Britain 
has heretofore been one of the great 
guarantees of peace. 


The blessings of the telephone ore 


about to be extended to Allen county

switchboard put in and other work 
which is in progress completed, the 
matter of farmers* lines will be tak- 
en up and instruments put in the 
rural districts wherever the patron- 
age will warrant it 
The instru- 


ments rent for $1.50 a month and in 
DeKalb and Noble counties nfany of 
the farmers have them. 


At Columbia City the Home com- 


pany is preparing to build a toll line 
to Warsaw, and when this is com- 
pleted the National 'will have long 
distance connection from Fort Wayne 
with that territory for the first time. 
Next week the officers of the National 
company will go to Oarrett to file an 
application for a local exchange, it 
now having but a toll station there. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—Felix A. | 


Reeve, acting solicitor of the treas- 
ury, has rendered an opinion on the 
question raised by Frederico Degetan, 
resident commissioner from Porto 
Rico, as to whether a customs duty 
of five cents a pound should not be 
imposed on all coffees imported into 
Porto Rico from the TTnited States 
under the terms of the Foraker act. 


The solicitor holds adversely to Mr. 


Degetan's contention, and in the 
course of his opinion says: 


"It is evident, from the care with 


which coffee was excluded in the 
Foraker act from tho free list in re- 
spect to importations from foreign 
countries, and in respect to importa- 
tions from the United States during 
the existence of the 15 per cent, duty 
system, that it was the intention of 
congress to recognize and'protect the 
coffee industry in Porto Rico. It can 
hardly be doubted, also, that it was 


not the purpose of congress that such 
protections should cease upon tho 
enactment and installation of a local 
system of taxation in Porto Rico. 
The duty of five cents per pound on 
coffee, was I think, distinctly a pro- 
tective measure. But I regret to say 
that I see no escape from the con- 
clusion that the broad ana unrestrict- 
ed provision of section 3, abolishing 
"" 


'all tariff duties on merchandisa and 
articles going into Porto Rico from / 
the United States/ upon the enact- / 
ment of a local system of taxation/ 
etc., embraces the duty on coffee as 
well as the duty on any otlwr article 
of merchandise. The case seems to 
me to be one of mere inadvertence on 
the jMirt of congress, tflhey merely 
neglected to make the excption of 
coffee from the free list applicable \ 
as well after the adoption of the new 
system of taxation as during the ex- 
istence of the 15 percentum duty 
•system."

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VEGETABLE IMMUNES. 


The Innoculation of Plants to 


Make Them 
Proof Against 


Disease. 


»••••••••••••••••*•••••••• 


The newest seicniific discovery is 


preventive inoculation tor plant dis- 
eases. It offers to the world a novel 
means of fighting the numerous mal- 
adies which attack the garden, the 
orchard and 
ripening field crops. 


Hypodermic 
injections 
of certain 


genn cultures arc given to the plants. 
which, being mildly 
sickened 
for 


awhile, presently recover and are 
thereafter proof against infection- 
veritable 
vegetable 
immunes, 
in 


far;. 


It-would b^ out of the question, 


obviously, for a farmer to go about 
in his fields and administer 
such 


medical treatment to th« plants in- 
dividually, but. in truth, nothing of 
the kind is required. The object of 
the work is to establish 
varieties 


that arc immune, and these may be 
counted upon to transmit to their 
descendants the disease-proof quality 
acquired by them. 
In a word, the 


tiller of the soil in future years will 
cultivate only the immune strains of 
vegetables, cereals and fruit trees. 


Plants, like animals, arc subject to 


ever r>o many diseases, most of them 
caused by germs of ono kind or an- 
other. Such micro-organisms, when 
they feed on the leaves, cause what 
arc called ''rusts'' 
and "smuts," 


which 
frequently do an 
immense 


amount of damage. Often the fruit, 
in garden or orchard, rots in the very 
act of ripening, and this is as likely 
as not to be occasioned by a peculiar 
bacterium known to science as the 
bacillus putref aciens. 


This bacillus has been chosen as a 


special favorite for the inoculation 
work. It grows rapidly on gelatine, 
and is easily utilized, in a suitable 
solution, for injection. Wheat, oats, 
beans, sunflowers and radishes, when 
infected in this way, show symptoms 
of being unwell, 
but soon 
throw 


them off* and are thenceforth proof, 
not only against "plant rot,*' but also 
oga-inst other common maladies due 
to germs* 


The bacillus, 
in feeding on the 


gelatine, multiplies at a great rate, 
nud incidentally 
develops a poison 


peculiar to itself. This poison, or 
toxin, as the experts call it, can be 
separated from the germs themselves 
by a simple process of filtering. Then 
it may ba used by itself in making 
the injections, and, as so far shown, 
it has the sa.tne effects in rendering 
the plant 
immune. 
It appears to 


communicate the symptoms 
of the 


complaint without the actual malady, 
but the result is equally satisfactory. 


It has -been ascertained, however, 


that inoculation is not really neces- 
sary, inasmuch as the same effects 
may be secured by simply watering 
the plants with the genn culture, or 
with the toxin derived 
therefrom. 


Such being the case, it might be easy 
for fanners to obtain immunity for 
their crops by distributing the rem- 
edy—or, one should rather say, pre 
vcntive—over their fields. A tub- 
full of bacterial culture once secured 
from a laboratory, or possibly fur- 
nished 
by the government, there 


would be no difficulty in making up 
the preparation 
by the hogshead, 


employing a dilute beef tea. or other 
suitable solution of reasonable cheap- 
ness for the 
propogation 
'of 
the 


germs. 


The loss occasioned to farmers in 


this county annually by genn dis- 
eases which attack tho 
growing 


plants is gigantic, and the prospect 
that such maladies may be combated 
by preventive inoculation naturally 
excites 
much 
hopeful 
interest. 


Whereas some of these germs are bac- 
teria, the great majority of .them are 
microscopic fungi. 
-There are thous- 


ands of species of such fungi, para- 
sitic in habit, whose spores (corres- 
ponding to seeds) are always float 
ing about in the air. Their depreda- 
tions, when 
exceptionally 
severe, 


used to be regarded as plagues sent 
by a displeased Providence, but such 
matters are better understood now- 
adays, and our own department of 
agriculture has made a special study 
of mens for fighting- the pests. 


It has also been discovered recent 


ly that plants may be made more vig- 
orous by watering them with oxygen* 
atcd water and that they may be 
rendered more resistant 
to disease 


by inoculating them with apple acid 
or grape acid. 
These acids are fa- 


miliar commercial products and easily 
obtained, though it is not suggested 
that it would be worth any farmer's 
while to purchase them for such a 
purpose. 


The study of germ diseases of 


plants occupies the entire attention 
of a division of the department of 
agriculture. -Every now and then a 
pbgue of one kind or another breaks 
out in this region or that, and ex- 
perts are sent to the locality to make 
a study of it. Parts of the afflicted 
plants are sent to Washington and 
the responsible fungi or bacteria arc 
propogated in glass tubes. The cul 
tures thus obtained are used for in 
oculr.ting healthy plants, and if the 
malady is reproduced, it is known 
that the germ has been successfully 
identified. Then it remains to watch 
its life history and to find out what 


* *£. 


kill it most quickly nnd surely. 


Mwnwhile 
cereals 
and 
other 


economic plants are cross-bred for the 
purpose of obtaining varieties that 
resist disease. 
Pbnt-breeding has 


en reduced to a scientific basis and 


the up-to-date botanist is able liter- 
ally to make almost anything that 
he wants in the way of vegetable, for 
example, by a process of artificial 
selection r.nd suitable mating. Where 
flowers combine both sexes, like those 
cf wheat or o.its. he cuts away the 
male part with a pair of scissors, fer- 
tilizes the blossom thus treated with 
pollen from a flower of another va- 
riety, and ties it up in a bag of paper 
or gauze, to prevent r».ny other pollen 
from getting at it. Thus he is able 
to nm-ry any two plants 
that arc 


likely to produce improved offspring. 


There are certain gsrms which, far 


from being injurious to plants, arc 
highly beneficial to them. Peas and 
beans, for example, depend largely 
for their healthy growth upon bac- 
teria which attach themselves to 
the rootlets, feeding upon the latter 
and forming about each of their col- 
onies a woody tubercle. 
Thus the 


roots on which such micro-organisms 
feed are found to be moro or less 
covered with little 
warty 
excres- 


cences. Only within a short time has 
it been ascertained 
that these tu- 


bercle-making bacteria are most use- 
ful to the plant, enabling the latter 
to absorb 
nitrogen from 
the* air. 


Beans, peas and other pcd-bearing 
vegetables 
depend upon 
tha tiny 


germs for this important element of 
their food supply, which, being stored 
away in the excrescences aforesaid, 


eventually 
transferred 
to the 


branches and leaves. 


It has been found 
that 
peas or 


beans grown 
in sterilized 
sand— 


which, of course, contains no bac- 
teria—develop no tubercles on their 
roots and slowly starve. 
However, 


by inoculating 
with 
the proper 


germs they are rendered healthy and 
productive. Each kind of pod-'beav- 
ing plant has its own species of bac- 
teria, upon which it depends for a 
supply of nitrogen 
from the air. 


The tubercle germs of peas do not 
produce tubercles 
in 
berins. 
and 


therefore are of no use to the latter. 


This is one of thtmost important 


of modern agricultural 
discoveries, 


inasmuch as the farmer may, if he 
chooses, inoculate his land with the 
microbes for growing beans or peas, 
in case they are absent 
or scarce. 


But it is only one of many valuable 
ideas which latter-day 
science is 


evolving for the benefit of the tiller 
of the soil.

YOUTH OF SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 


From i farmer's boy Samuel Til- 


den rcsa to bs the most famous Jaw* 
ycr of Ins day. 
He was '"born at 


tfcw 
Lebanon, 
N. Y., February, 


1814, and was the lU'th of 
eignt 


children of Elam and Polly Tilaen. 
The boy's father, although a farmer, 
was r*ii intimate friend of -Martin 
Van Buven, president of the United 
SUiiss from 1837 to 1841, and the 
Tilden housshold was nmch given 
to discvissing political questions re- 
lating to him. The elder Mr. Til- 
dcix being a great upholder of the 
policies of his friend* His son Sam- 
uel, 
who early showed himself pos- 


sessed of a keen, quick mind and 
clever conversational gifts, also took 
great interest in public questions. 
When he was only 18 years old a 
manifesto prepared by him was con- 
sidered worthy of adoption >by the 
state democratic party. 
The same 


year the,- young man entered Yale 
college,' but his studies, interrupted 
by ill health, were finished at the 
University of New York. 
He was* 


admitted to the bar in 1841 and at 
once took an active part in public 
affairs. 
Tilden vras elected to the 


New York assembly in 1845 and 
held numerous oth'er state offices. 
He.wap-prominent 
in the contest 


which finally retired the dishones: 
Tweed ring in New York city, nncl 
in 1S74 was elected governor of New 
York state. In 1876 he was a can- 
didate for the presidency, but Kuth- 
crford B, Haye-s was declared to be 
entitled to the presidency 
by the 


electoral 
commission. 
Although 


urged to again permit the use of his 
name ad a presidential candidate he 
declined. 
His death -occurred Au- 


gust 4, 1886, at his country home, 
Greystone, Westchestcr 
county, N. 


Y. His fortune of $5,000,000 was 
left to found a system of free public 
libraries in New York city.

CrOLD PKOM BIVEB BEDS. 


How to get the precious metals 


which lurk in the beds of rivers in 
the Southwest is a problem which 
mining men are trying to solve with 
the dredge- A canal is toeing dredg- 
ed through 
tho auriferous gravel 


beds along the Colorado river, just 
north of Yuma, and the gravel from 
the big scoop is washed at the rear 
of the machine in the water that fol- 
lows from the river. 
Tests sho\v 


that the dirt contains about 16 cents 
worth of gold per cubic yard. With 
a crew of ten men the dredge can 
'handle some 4,000 cubic yards daily. 


Although little was known of tho 


Colorado river gravel deposits until 
a year ago placer mining has floui- 
ished for fifty years along the Colo- 
rado tributaries, which are rich in 
gold. 
Water has been so scarce for 


the last ten years that the miners 
have had to practice dry washing. 
This year, however, there is a plen- 
tiful supply 
owing 
to the heavy 


rains of last winter, and thousands 
of men are busy along the sandy 
shores.

river,

drains several gold fields.

I 
see her npproaching, followed by her fath- 
er's flork of sheep. It was :i memora- 
ble niMftinp, 
.Tncob married that shep- 


herdess. Tho Bible account of it is, "Jft- 
:oh kissed Knrhel nud lifted up his voice 
and wept." 
It has always In&en a mys- 


tery to me what he found to cry about! 
But before that scone occurred Jacob ac- 
costs the shepherds nnd asks tln'in why 
they postpone the slaking of the thirst of 
the*'' sheep and why they did not imme- 
diately proceed to water them. The shep- 
herds reply to the effect: "We are nil 
good neighbor*, and as a matter of cour- 
tesy we wait until all the sheep of the 
neighborhood come up. 
Besides tbat, 


this stone on the well's mouth is some- 
what heavy, and several of ns take hoi 1 
of it ami push it aside, and then sh«» 
buckets and the troughs are filled and 
the sheep are satisfied. Wo c.uinot until 
all the Hocks nre gathered together imiJ 
till th*\v roll the stone from the well's 
mouth; then we water the sheep." 


Oh, this is a thirsty world! Hot for 


the head, and blistering for the feet, and

Long and tedious 
drought has dried up tho world's foun- 
tain, but centuries ago a Shepherd, with 
crook in the shape of a cross and ft-et i-ut 
to the bloodinsr. explored dio desert pas- 
sn^K of this world nud on<» day c.-uuc 
across a well a thousand fert deep, bub- 
bling and bright and opalescent, and 
looked to the north, and tho south, and 
the oast, and the west, ami cried out 
with a voice strong and musical, that 
rnu? through the apes, "IIo, every one 
that thir.steth, come xo to the waters!" 


Noxv, a great flock of sheep to-day gnth- 


?r around this gospel well. Then; are a 
yrcat many thirsty souls. I wonder why 
the flocks of all nations do not gather, 
why so many slay thirsty, and while 1 
am wondering about it my text break-- 
forth in the explanation, aayius. "We 
cannot until all the flocks l>e gathered to- 
gether and till they roll the stone from 
the well's month;

Coining to the Gospel Well. 


If a herd of s^'ine conic to a well, they 


angrily jostle earn other for the preced- 
ence; if a drove of ratlin come to a well, 
they hook earn other back from the val- 
or, but when n llork of sheep cnnio, 
though a luwdwd of them shall be disap- 
pointed, tiu-y only express it by sad bleat- 
intr. they come t»?other peaceably. 
We 


want a groat multitude to come around 
the gospel well. 1 know there are those 
who do not like a crowd; they think a 
crowd Is vulgar. II they art; oppressed 
for room in church, it makes them posi- 
tively ircpatienc and bcllijicront. We have 
had people pm-tnanontly leave church 
because so many other people come to it. 
Not so did ihfte oriental shepherds, 
They waited until all the flocks were 
gathered, and the more flocks that came 
the bettor they liked it* Ami so we 
ought to be anxious lhat nil tlui pt-oplo 
should come. Uo out into the highways 
nnd :ho hedges and compel thorn to como 
In. Go to the rich ami tell them they are 
indigent without the gospel of .leans. Uo 
to the poor and tell thorn the affluence 
there i<« iti Christ. 
Go to tho blind and 


to!! them of the touch thnt gives eternal 
illumination, 
Go to the lame ami tell 


them of the joy that will make the lame 
mr.u leap like a hart. 
Gather all the 


slnvn off all the mountain*. 
None so 


turn of the dog*;, none so sick, none so 
woi'iicd, none *<> dying, as to be omitted. 
Why not gather a great Hock? All this 
city in a flock, all New York iti a fhvk, 
all London in a flock, all the world in a 
(lock. 


This well of tho gospel i* dc-/p enough 


to put out the burning thirst of 
the 


l.l>00,OOO.UOO of the nice. Do nut let the 
church by a spirit of oxclusivencss keep 
the world out. Let down all the bars, 
swine opon all tho gates, scatter all the 
invitations, "Whosoever will, let 
him 


come." Come, \\hite and black, Come, 
rod n;on of the forost. Onu% Laplander. 
eir of the snow. Come, Patagoiiinn, out 
of the south, (.'oine iu furs. Come pant- 
ins under 
palm 
leaves. 
Come cue. 


Come all. Como now. AH at this well <>f 
Mc.sopotani!* Jacob ami llachel were be- 
trtfticrf, so this morning at this well of 
salvation Christ, our Shepherd, will meet 
you coming up with your long flocks of 
cares and anxieties, «nd he will stretch 
out hi* hand in pledge of his affection, 
while all heaven will cry out: 4'KohoM. 
the bridegroom comcth! Go >e out to 
moot liiuj." 


You notice that this well of Mesopota- 


mia had a stone on it, which must be re- 
moved before the sheep could be watered, 
and I find on the well of salvation to-day 
Impediments and obstacles which must 
be removed in order that you may obtain 
the refreshment and life of this gospel. 
In your case the impediment is pride of 
heart. You cannot bear to come to so 
democratic a ijtintnin: you do not want 
to come with so ninny others. It is as 
though you were thirsty ami you were in 


to Mak« your thirst at the town 
instead of sitting In a parlor sip 


or of eternal life in any w«y nnd at any 
hand and in any kind of pitcher, crying 
out: 
"Oh. Lord Jesus, I am dying of 


thirst! 
(Jive mo the wator of 


life, whether in trough or goblet: Give 
mo the water of life! 1 on re not in what 
it comvs to mo." 
Awny with all your 


hindrances of pride from the 
well's 


mouth!

£ag "week.

dEully on her pantry shelves, labeled

€us-2d with Thursday's, ucr those pre- 
sumably large or intended for w.ish- 
ifc£ and sweeping days eaten when

household labors were lighter. Aunt

HephzibaVs "apple-pie order" was 
known throughout the entire settle- 
ment, and originated the well-known 
•saying. 


It was once customary in France, 


•when a guest had outstayed his wel- 
come, for the host to serve a cold 
shoulder of mutton, instead of a hot 
roast. 
This ^as ths origin of the 


phrase, <*To give the cold shoulder."

"None shall wear a feather but he 


who has killed a Turk" w?s an old 
•Hungarian saying, an'd the number 
cf feathers in his cap indicated how 
xaany? Turks the man had killed. 
Hence the origin of the saying with 
reference to a feather in one* cap. 


In one of the battles between the 


(Russians and Tartars a private sol- 
dier of -the former cried out: "Cap- 
•tain, I've caught a Tartar!"

him along1, then,*' answered the offi- 
cer* 
"I can't, for he won't 3et me/' 


"W"*$ the response. 
Upon investiga- 


tion it was apparent that the cap- 
tured had the captor by the arm, and

who has found an antagonist too 
powerful for him* 


That far from an elegant expres- 


sion "To kick the bucket," is be- 
lieved to have originated in the time

suicide by placing a buckc-t on a table 
in order to raise himself high enough 
to"retch a rafter above, then kicking 
away the bucket on which he stood. 


being expected during the time of 
•war, ho replied, "A city is well for* 
tifled which has a wall of men in- 
stead of brick/* A very clever story 
is told of the diplomatic 
mission 


from the court of £pirus. The am- 
bassador, being shown over the city 
by the king, expressed surprise that 
no walls were built around Sparta 
for its defense. "Walls?" cried the 
king. "Thou canst not have looked 
carefully! Tomorrow we will go to- 
gether and I will show you the walls 
of Sparta." 
On the following day 


the king- led his guest to where his 
entire army was drawn up* Pointing 
with great pride to the magnificent 
body of men, he exclaimed: "There 
thou beholdest the walls of Sparta.

the men accused the ladies of sump- 
tuary extravagance the latter nat- 
urally retorted by reference to 
the 


money squandered by their lords on 
these tables, and 
so "turned 
the 


tables on them'* by throwing them, 
metaphorically, in their teeth. 


The popular idea of the gensis of 


the "word "news*' is that it is com- 
posed of the initials of north, east, 
west and south, which the early 
newspapers printed as a ''headline" 
to show that information was con- 
'taicsd in the paper from the four cor- 


a ners of the earth. 
As a matter of 


fact, the word appears -first in old 
English, ae "news" or "newsy/* the 


, plural of new. 
It is not a native 


\En£lish idiom, but a translation of 


the French ''nouvelles"—news. An- 
other supposition is that news repre- 
-seats the partitive genitive cf the 
' Anglo-Saxon "hwaet niwes," "but this 


is not borne out by old English ex- 
amples. 


"Before you can say Jack Habin- 


son" owes its origin -to foolish John 
(Robinson, who, when he called on 
his friends, always was in such a 
•hurry that he would be off again, 
without giving his host more than 
time to pronounce his name. 


When the Spanish armada came to 


the coasts of England many of the 
ships were driven by the fierce attack 
of Brake and Howard and the fury of 
the elements north to the Holder 
river and south to the Skelder river— 
the Scheldt—hence 
"helter-skel ter.' *

The Latin word for hare is lepus, 


The Norman Knights who came into 
England with William the Conquerer

times he hnd tried to stay the slaugh 
ter. Rinton's debut as a revolutionist 
was brought about through his es 
]>ousal of the cause ot* Marat, who hat 
been marked by the government foi 
persecution. Danton was the leadinp 
spirit of the Cordeliers' clul>? whicl 
\\n* in a quarrel with the Paris mimic 
ipality. When Marat was threatened 
and forced to quit Paris, the Corde- 
liers took ui> the case, and Danton'selo 
rjnonce succeeded in carrying it before 
the national assembly. It was decided 
nzainst the Cordeliers, but the leadei 
of tiie club was before the people as a 
revolutionist. 


In Paris the power of the populace 


w;is essential to revolutionary success, 
and Danton looked to the populace 
rather than to the middle classes and 
the representatives for support. 
He 


got what he asked for. for he was a 
liery orator, resistless in his energies 
and with the politician's knack of win- 
ning the people's trust and affection. 
As a man of action Danton tirst ap 
pea rod on the scene in tho famous at 
tack on tho Tulleries and the Swiss 
guard AUK. 1<>, I"!)!'. Mirabeau wan 
then dead, and tiie kin? bad none tc 
defend him among the revolutionists* 
Soon after the massacre and flight of 
the king the Prussian army was march- 
ing on Paris to take vengeance for the 
outrage upon royalty, and then Danton 
cried,""To stop the progress of the en- 
emy we must strike terror to the royal- 
ists.'* 


The way was not long in showing it- 


self after tho will bad boon declared 
openly by one whose word was law. 
The Paris prisons were filled with po- 
litical suspects, friends of the king, 
courtiers iu tho pay* of Austria and 
Prussia. On the 1st of September Ver 
dun fell into the hands of the enemy, 
removing another Mock from the path 
of the armies coming tu restore the 
monarchy to power and punish Paris 
for Its overthrow. Tho mob arose, the 
prison doors were opened, aud tho first 
frightful massacre of fellow citizens 
took place. Danton being foremost in 
the deed as bo hnd been in tho plot to 
incite terror. The royalists were struck 
with terror, and the next stop was tc 
dispose of the king. 


•Under the assembly Danton held the 


ofliee of minister of justice, but on be- 
ing elected to the national convention 
soon aft'»r the bloody events of August 
and September he became a leader of 
the most radical forces hi that radical 
body. He was against the king. Said 
ho: "It is true that we* the people, have 
no right to bo his judges. Very well, 
wo will kill him." And kill him they 
did. 


Tho next radical step wns the estab- 


lishment of a revolutionary tribunal, a 
measure proposed by Damon and one 
lie afterward had cause to regret. It 
lioiraii by taking royalist heads and 
rmli'd iu taking Dantou's own.

the committee of safety was organised, 
with

with Ilobespierre against Girondists. 
The allies were marching upon Paris, 
and tlio last bulwark against invasion. 
J.ongwy, had yielded to tho victorious 
foe, 
The ministry proposed to aban- 


don Paris, but Damon said. "No." He 
went out on tho Champ do Mars and 
enrolled volunteers to stem the inva- 
sion, although originally his voice bad 
been against war. His motto for the 
hour, which became tlio watchword of 
revolutionary Paris. 
\va<. "Daring, 


aicain daring and evermore during.0 


The volunteers oune at his call in 
troops and battalion, saying. "Yos, we 
will go to the front, but we will not 
leave enemies behind u«." Then fol- 
lowed a now era of massacres, which 
J)antvn, with all his prestige ns late 
minister of justice. Holand and even 
Marat, the friend and adviser of the 
people, could not wholly prevent. The 
populace was mad for blood and In no 
mood to leave it to the tribunal to deal 
with traitors. 


Strong as he was ami courageous. 


]»auton. no more than oilier leaders of 
tlint timo, could stand against the tide. 
He aUackcu Marat, attempting to draw 
the line between bloodthirsty radicals 
nnd true patriots among tbe Paris sec- 
tions. 
He even hinted that Marat 


should be made u scapegoat to bear 
the onus of the excesses charged 
against the Mountain by the Girou- 
dins. But Marat was saved, for the 
revolutionists could not afford to (ly in 
the faces of the Paris sections which 
Marat had at his back whenever he 
could cry out against committees, trl- 
bwnate, senatorial despotism and the 
like. The people rebelled against all 
authority but their own until all else 
•was down, then rebelled against their 
own acts. Even Danton, -with all his 
lion hearted courage and reason, was 
swept along In the trail of the hot head- 
ed Marat 


Tho downfall of Danton was precipi- 


tated by a storm raised by Maratf 
which ended in the suppression of tbe 
JSirondtas and finally in Marat's assas- 


v 


the president of the convention, a mod-j the enemy unless help was sent him 
erate. to bis feet. Said he: "If the con 
vcntfon wore outraged through any of 
those disturbances iu Paris which have 
been so frequent since the 10th of 
March and which within the last week 
have become a. daily occurrence in all 
quarters of the city; if they should 
take the shape of even an attempt to 
coerce the national representation, 1 
tell you in the name of the whole-of 
France that Paris will be annihilated. 
Ye«. France will take such vengeance 
on the guilty city that it will soon be 
necessary to inquire on which bank of 
the Seine the capital once stood." 


This was the moment of Danton's 


pre-eminence in the revolutionary coun 
ciK and he towered above Robespierre 
only to rouse his onvy and become 
marked for tho guillotine. The assem- 
bly broke out in an uproar, and Dan- 
ton's voice was heard above the tumult, 
shouting in the face of the president: 
"This impudence is beginning to be too 
much for us! We shall resist you! Let 
there be no more truce between the 
Mountain and the cowards who have 
wished to save the tyrant!" 


Danton had previously posed as a 


moderate, nnd even later, when it be- 
came war to the death between Giron- 
din and Jacobin, he tried to save the 
Giromlins. 
Cut the limit had beeu 


reached, and the end was that the 
president was forced from his chair 
and a close friend of Danton elevated 
in his place. A vote was taken which 
suppressed the obnoxious commission 
of twelve. 
Damon, Robespierre and 


Marat, with the mayor of Paris, began 
tho organization of the communists 
for general insurrection.' This was Hie 
o.nd of the Girondins. Thirty-two mem- 
bers of that faction were arrested, and 
tho remainder fled the city, 


All France was thrown into a tu- 


mult, and it became a struggle with 
Paris against the whole country. Dan- 
ton fought with Robespierre against 
the Girondins until It, came to the 
point'of killing them, when his old tem- 
per of moderation again mastered him. 
But Robespierre had'cast the die and 
even at last sacrificed bis colleague, a.v 
ally forced upon him by circumstances 
and one ho had always secretly bated. 


Hramled as a moderate, Danton was 


seized aud thrown Into prison. Some 
of the convention tried to save his life, 
but it was decreed that ''in the name of 
virtue terror is irrevocably the order of 
I he day." The charge against Danton 
was that he was the accomplice of the 
enemies of the republic, the very men 
he had helped to destroy, and lie was

not allowed to put in a defense. He 
was a victim to that tribunal he had 
founded. He treated his judges with 
contempt, calling them "Cains'* and 
lamenting the disorder he left around 
him. 


On learning his sentence lie said: "We 


fall victims to contemptible cowards, 
but they will not long enjoy their vic- 
tory. Robespierre follows me. 1 drag 
him after mo." To the executioner he 
said: "Show my head to the crowd. It 
Is worth their seeing."

Although not in a condition to make 


a good tight, when it became plain 
about the 1st of August that tho Con- 
federates were Uoking for battle, Lyon 
deckled to take bis ohnncos with tho 
force he then had. Perhaps the original 
plan fo attacl; the enemy on the Sth of 
August would have been successful, 
but some clothing and shoes arrived in 
camp that day, and the troops were 
tired from long marches reconnoltoring 
the Confederate camps, and by the ad- 
vice of his officers Lyon postponed bat- 
tle till the 10th to allow Iiis men to b< 
newly clothed aud shod. Like most ot 
the early buttles of the civil war, Wil- 
son's Creek turned out a "mixed up 
affair." 
The main Federal force, lo<! 


by Lyon iu person, attacked the Con- 
federates under Generals Sterling Price 
and Benjamin McCuIlooh, upon thcli 
own ground. Lyou was not sanguine ol 
victory, but ho felt that it would be 
dastardly to retreat in the face of the 
enemy and leave the friendly citizens 
of southwest Missouri without defend- 
ers. 


On the 9th of August Lyon detached 


General Franz Sigel, with a brigade of 
mixed troops, to move around the ene- 
my's flank and attack his camp on Wil- 
son's creek from the south, while Ly- 
oil's 'main coluifin attacked from the 
north. This division of force In tbe face 
of the enemy was certainly fatal. The) 
battle would have been lost anyway, j 
probably, but all hope of success was-! 
thrown away when Lyon, become anx- 
ious for the fate of Sigel* suspended ac 
tion on his own field, where all was go- 
ing well, In order to succor Sigel's lino. 
lie had already been wounded three 
times and also dismounted by the death 
of his battle horse, 


Before Lyon could get through the 


mass of the enemy to reach Sigcl the 
latter had boon whipped and was in 
full retreat. The Confederates turned 
swiftly upon Lyon, attacking from two 
directions. 
In the emergency Lyon 


ordered Colonel Schoficld to lead bis 
regiment of lowans in on a charge and 
hold the enemy off until help came* 
Hiding forward, the chief saw another 
line of.Confederates moving up at an 
angle with the one Schoficld was look- 
Ing after. In front of this last namcO 
line rode Sterling Price, and Lyon im- 
petuously told his aids to draw pistols 
and attack. But an aid pointed out a 
lino of riflemen concealed by a thick 
growth of underbrush, and Lyon con- 
cluded to wait for help to come up. 


The Second Kansas regiment was the 


first to reach the field where Lyou 
waited and was immediately ordered to 
charge. The line deployed on the run 
and made such a magnificent spectacle 
that Lyon swung his hat to cheer tho 
Kansans as they took tbe galling fire 
from the foe in tho underbrush. In the 
first volley was the bullet engraved, 
"Nathaniel Lyon, his with speed." It 
entered the left breast, and the iie.ro 
lived but a few minutes. Lyon's death 
was not followed ,by disaster, for his 
officers knew his plans by heart Major 
Sturgis took command, and the battle 
as begun by Lyon raged for an hour. 
Price and McCulIoch forced the fight 
but were held in check for some time 
by tbe Federals, whose batteries cre- 
ated awful slaughter. One of the in- 
defatigable fighters of the day was 
Captain Gordon Granger ot! the com- 
mander's staff. In his report Sturgls 
said of Granger that he was "now 
sighting a gnn of Duboift* battery and 
before the snioko had cleared away 
was sighting one of Totten's; at-one 
moment reconnoitering the enemy and 
the next cither bringing up re-enforce- 
ments or rallying some broken Jine. 
To whatever part of the liuc I would 
direct attention there I would find 
Granger hard at work.

Lyon was 43 years old at the time of

His body fell 
into UK.* hands of the enemy when Hie 
battle ended nr.i! was buried near the 
Held by a citizen. His remains wore 
afterward delivered to friends and 
were buried in Connecticut, 


Whou Pearoo saw the Yankee colon* 


given to tho hrooxo, ho opened lire upon 
Si^el'.s column and throw it into con- 
fusion. Five of th».* Yankee guns were 
captured by a charge of the Arkausaus, 
ami the gallant German couldn't hold 
his soldiers to their work. This wa* 
the crisis when Lyon acted with the 
desperation which cost him his life. lie 
wanted to seize the elevation of Oak 
hill and cover Steel's retreat. 
Aftei 


his death his followers charged des- 
perately into the ranks of Price and 
MeCulloch. 


On the Confederate side tho repulse 


of Sigel inspired the men afresh, and 
Pearce attempted to load his troops 
against the main line of Federals. He 
advanced up Oak hill, his men giving; 
vent 10 their enthusiasm !n wild cheer-; 
ing. This unexpected help save heart 
to McCulloch's men. and as soon as 
Pearcc's flags were on tho line with 
Price the whole Confederate army 
moved forward. The Federal fire mow- 
ed down the enemy like grass for a mo- 
ment. but the front regiments of Slurp? 
soon pave way. Then a second Confeder- 
ate charge broke the iinaia lino, aud the

Sigcl led only l.OOO men on that flank 


movement and was opposed by 2,500. 
His blow should have boon a surprise 
to the Confederates, but his mounted 
advance guard ran upon some of the 
enemy out foraging, and one of them, 
attached to Gciieral Pearce's headquar- 
ters, rushed back to camp with the 
news that the Yankees were coming. 
Sigel says his guns were lost because 
tho drivers rode away with tbe teams 
and caissons, leaving tbe pieces to 
their fate. 


The uncertainty of those days ns to 


who wore friends and who foes handi- 
capped Sigel Just M'beii delay was most 
unfortunate. One of Lyon's regiments 
wore gray, nnd when Sigel saw that 
Lyon was moving out to his succor aud 
his own line was pushing on to form a 
junction with Lyon a regiment in gray 
appeared on the scene between the 
lines. 
Sigel believed that it was the 


First Iowa dressed in gray and ordered 
his men uot to tire. The strangers were 
the Third Missouri regiment (Confed- 
erate), and they opened at close range 
on Sigel's line, as did also the Coufetl* 
crate batteries of Blcdsoe aud Reid.

Finally Sigel 
was left alone, and he escaped capture 
by being taken for a Confederate. He 
wore at the time a low slouch hat, and 
when the pursuing enemy got to close 
quarters threw a blanket ovor his

Before noon 
they had ajiuutely examined every- 
thing from the rock ballast In tho hold 
to the little Hags whipping at (lie mast- 
heads. Tb*y even wanted to steer. »nd 
sometimes the quartermaster would 


wore trembling and the moon 


was making tho whole deck yellow, but 
I sometimes run on to him and see the 
white waters splitting into lace and 
diamonds across the figurehead. 


"Perhaps it was no affair of mine, 


but after we got back to Chicago 1 
looked up i lie fellow and found that 
he had told the truth and that they 
were to be married at tiie beginning of 
tho next vacation. 


"It so happened that our luck had 


changed with that voyage, and the 
Mary Ann hud all she could do the 
rest "of the season. Neither did I have 
time to busy myself about such affairs 
for two winters* Tlictt I set out. one 
bastardy day in January, to find my 
fi-niKT passengers. 
I found them— 


that is, I found Samuel, hard abed, 
where he had been for fully a year, 
and nut a cent iti the bank. Mary was 
at her school then, but after awhile 
sh? came home and cried when she saw 
mo, an if N!IO bad seen her father, and 
told me how Samuel—she called him 
Samuel—had fallen one day when he 
wns skating with her nnd how he bad 
never be^n able to set to the bank 
again. More than that, he could not 
earn a cent, and before she got a school 
again they were absolutely penniless.

Abiftiiam praying out of a compa? 
sionftfp heart for Sodom and of Jonalj 
(Jonah 4) ''displeased" and "veiy ?n- 
giy1' that God spared Kinevah when 
that great capital of condemned sin- 
ners repented in sackcloth. Not for 
a moment do we think 
well oi 


Jouah*s vengeful 
disposition. 
But 


Avith great happiness we dwell upon 
the fact of 'Abraham's unselfish con- 
cern for those who were no nearer 
related to him than 
the 
heathen 


hoides of China, Thibet, India, Africa 
and the cannibal islands to us. 


'Had Abraham been as heartless cf 


the Avoes of others who were beyond 
the bounds of his own dwelling place, 
as many in Christian lands now ai\", 
he would certainly have done differ- 
ent from Avhat he did when the Lord 
isvealed to him the impending fat* 
of those infamous cities of the plain, 
But his heart was kinder. 
He was 


not a sinless man. but he did have 
such a deeply sympathetic soul that 
Sodom's doom stirred him to such 
intarcessorp prayer that none since 
have excscded it in fervor* 


The Apsstle James (James ii., 2G) 


informs us that Abraham 
"was 


called the friend of God." because 
as we supose, of his intimacy with 
Gcd and his likeness of mind to (Sou. 
And nt ro other point of his charac- 
ter rs poitrayccT in scripture history 
docs he resemble and 
repeat &ort 


more closely than in this event of in 
teiceding for Sodom. 


Here a teacher would do well vo 


quiz the class thus: For how many 
people clo you pray besides praying 
for yourself?

RESPECT GOOD QUALITIES. 


And this it is that should move 


every better-minded one, whether ft 
professedly religious person or not, j 
both to respect and protect with care 
the best that abide in the bcrdcrs of 
every place of residence. More than 
lightning rods are apt to divert de- 
stroying bolts from above and proper, 
pure and pious souls disperse destruc- 
tive elements which gather every- 
where that mankind 
congregates. 


To make a hell altogether as horrible 
as any realistic theory of theologians 
has described there is nothing more 
needed than a mass of mankind dwel- \ 
ling together in unrestrained indul- 
gence of every evil passion and apps- 
tite. In such a state of "the perdi- 
tion of ungodly men'' there would be 
self-kindled thc flrfis of everlasting 
burnings.

Christians see in scripture revela- 
tions? Far from it. For, the oppo- 
site of an implacable being, we hear 
with wonder the reacy responses of 
God to Abraham's prayer, when for 
the sake of a few. fewer and the few- 
est lie promises to spare a host o* 
morally rotten wretches from im- 
pending penalty. 


Meditating on what might have 


been added to this astonishing stcry 
of mercy, we find ourselves wishing 
just one thing more. We wish Abra- 
ham had continued to * narrow the 
number, saying if there were five 
found, if there be two found and 
finally if there be just one found, wilt 
Thou, oh, Lord, spare all the place 
for the sake of one?

Indiana 
is caring- for 1.650, noj 


counting the Soldiers* and Sailors* 
Orphan*' Home. 
Michigan 
main- 


tains less than 200 children in the 
state public school. When we real- 
ize that it costs, in round numbers, 
$100 a year in Indiana to support 
these children, and it is probably 
not 
far different 
elsewhere, the 


economic feature of child-saving- is 
obvious. 


"New York spends millions of dol- 


lars annually on this account. Ohio 
over a quarter of a million; Indiana 
more than SI30.000, and Michigan 
but A few thousand dollars. That is 
least important. Good family home:-., 
proper home training, good citizens 
far outweigh that. 


In addition to 
organizing 
the 


work, which required much time the 
first year, the state agency has from 
April 1. 1897. to July 1. 1901, vis- 
ited 2,289 children in families.

has placed directly in family homes 
788 children, of whom 593 remained 
therein on the last date mentioned. 


'•The appropriation for the first 


two years of this work was $2,000 
annually. 
For the next two years 


$4,500 annually. For the next two 
years it will be $6.000 annually. 
Thus, at an annual cost of $4,500 
there xiie being kept off public ex- 
pense nearly 600 children whose care 
would cost almost $60,000 annually. 


"Wliile the number of children i*i 


our orphans' 
homes has not ae 


creased, we find that the average 
time they are kept therein has been 
greatly lessened. In 1896 the aver- 
nge length of stay of each child in 
an orphans* home was three years. 
Last year it had been 
reduced to 


20.64 months. This is a saving* of 
over $GO,000 a year by reason cf 
this reduced time. "While our chil- 
dren remain an average of a year 
and two-thirds in 
our 
orphans* 


homes, those in Michigan average

FIRMS REPORT. 


FENTON MAY SUCCEED HIM 


RESIGNATION SAID TO BE HAR- 


RIMAN'S WISH. 


FIREMAN 
SURPRISES 
BOYS 


MARRIED TWO WEEKS BEFORE 


THEY LEARNED OF IT. 


San Francisco, Aug. 17.—A local 


railroad man has received a dispatch 
from the east containing- absolute 
confirmation of the report that C, M. 
Hays has resigned the presidency of 
the Southern Pacific railroad. 
The 


telegram, it is said, comes from a re- 
liable source and is .to the effect that 
the resignation of Mr. Hays is now 
in the hands of his superiors. It is 
believed here that the man who suc- 
ceeds Mr. Hays will be president ot 
both the Union and Southern Pa- 
cific systems and that the two roads 
will be consolidated under one man- 
agement. 
CHICAGO BELIEVES THE STORY. 


The story concerning: the alleged 


resignation of President Hays from 
the Southern Pacific is given credence 
in well informed railway circles in 
Chicago. 
The Inter-Ocean believes 


there is no doubt of the truth of the 
report and thinks that .the only mat- 
ter of doubt lies in the election of a 
successor to Mr. Hays. That paper 
says: 


"There is much speculation in loca? 


railway circles as to who will suc- 
ceed Mr. Hays on the Southern Pa- 
cine. Some believe H. G. Burt. presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific, will also 
be president of the Southern Pacific, 
as W. H. Newman is president of the 
New York Central and Lake Shore 
roads of the Vanderbilt system. 
Others contend that many important 
changes are to occur in the Harriman 
system. The president of the Union 
Pacific has always been regarded as 
a 'Vanderbilt man/ having resigned 
the vice presidency of the Northwest- 
ern railroad to become president of 
the Union Pacific." 


The Inter-Ocean then publishes the 


following statement alleged to have 
been made by a prominent western 
railway man: "I predict that Mr. 
Burt will be forced out of the Union 
Pacific, just as Mr. Hays has been 
out of the Southern Pacific. I think 
it is Mr. Harriman's intention to 
place at the head of his system, in 
charge of the operation of all lines, 
somebody who has been closely asso- 
ciated with him and thoroughly un- 
derstands his general policy. 
For 


this reason I believe that S. M. Fel- 
ton, president of the Alton railroad, 
will succeed Mr. Hays on the South- 
ern Pacific and in due time will be 
the operating head of all the Hard- 
man lines. 
It is well known that 


Mr. Harriman has the greatest con- 
fidence in Mr. Felton as an expert 
railway manager. With Mr. Felto:i 
at the 'head of the operating depart- 
ment, Mr. Stubbs as traffic director, 
and Mr. Harriman himself directing 
the financial policy, results of the 
Harriman system should be satisfac- 
tory." 


"I do not believe Mr. Harriman in- 


tends to depose H. Gr. Burt/ said an- 
other western official. "Such an act 
by Mr. Harriman might be regarded 
as a slap at the Northwestern rail- 
road, which has always been closely 
allied with the Union Pacific, and 
probably always will be, if the 
Northwestern is not ultimately incor- 
porated in the Harriman system. 
Such a result is not improbable, in 
view of the consolidations which 
have occurred in the past few years. 
The wisdom of having a traffic direc- 
tor for the various lines of the Harri- 
man systdm is apparent, and it will 
not be long until such a position is 
created on the Pennsylvania and 
Vanderbilt lines, and for the Gould 
system. 
There are many reasons, 


however, why one man cannot be 
placed in charge of the operating de- 
partment of a number of lines. The 
problems arising every day would 
prove too great for any one man to 
grapple with successfully. I do not 
believe Mr. Felton will leave the Al- 
ton railroad. He has undertaken a 
big task there and I think he will 
stay till it is finished—provided any- 
body can accomplish it. Still, if Mr. 
Harriman finds it necessary to fill the 
place of Mr. Hays on the Southern 
Pacific, I know of nobody more Uuvly 
to be selected than Mr. Felton/-* 


NEW FLUE SHOP STARTS UP.

He sue* 
ceeded iu deceiving the conductor 
and got his ride. 
While the train 


was in motion the caboose was de- 
railed and 
overturned. Mirrielees 


claimed to have been seriously in- 
jured and brought suit against the 
company. 
On account of testimony 


which the company alleges was false 
he got a verdict of 95,000. The com- 
pany alleges that the 
false testi- 


mony was that Mirril^es was get- 
ting $200 a month at the time 01 
the accident. The company alleges 
that it afterwards learned that he 
was only getting- S185 a month and 
had been getting that for only three 
months. 
The company filed a mo- 


tion for a new trial, but it was re- 
fused because the motion was filed 
too late under the rules of the court. 
Iu the meantime 
the creditors of 


Mirrielees who have been made de- 
fendants in the petition for an in- 
junction, brought garnishment pro- 
ceedings against him, and these are 
still pending. The company refused 
to pay the claim and an execution 
was issued and put in the hands of 
Sheriff O'Connor, who is also a de- 
fendant in the injunction suit.

it will be, no doubt, to the end of 
time. 
In our hurry to begin we for- 


get to finish them, and all over the 
world 
today the great 
unfinished 


stires us in the face—some big thing 
waiting its completion. 


There is the Washington monu- 


ment, that giant obelisk rising up 
from the low fiats back of the white 
house. 
Every one is familiar with 


its present appearance, but few peo- 
ple remember how it was originally 
designed to look. 
This tribute of a 


grateful nation to the Father of his 
country was begun in 1848, nnd has 
never been completed, according to 
the original designs. 
Probably it 


never will be. 
It was hard work to 


get it as near completion as it is. 
When the monument was started <nll 
the rulers of the world sent blocks of 
marble- to be placed in the interior 
of the ornate, columnated structure 
which was to surround the lower part 
of the great shaft. 
The work of 


building went on briskly at first, 
then languished, and finally stopped 
entirely. 
It wns not until 1876 that 


work was resumed upon the monu- 
ment, and not until 1884 that the 
shaft was finished. All intention 
of completing the monument accord- 
ing to the original designs seems to 
have been abandoned, and there it 
stands, towering aloft 555 feet above 
the unfinished world. 


The Grant monument, as designed 


by Mr. Dune"ii, hnd imposing1 ap* 
prriches. with great flights of stairs 


do\m tfl th* riv**r and many 


oth^r accessaries cf which it ^ r.v^v 
Kire. 
As it is. the monument has 


rn unfinished look, and a glance at 
the original designs will show how 
fir from completion this memorhl to 
the great general is, and is probably 
destined to remain. 
Among older 


structures in New York there is 
Trinity church, certainly 
ancient 


enough and wealthy enough to be 
complete in every detail. 
Yet in 


many details it is incomplete. 
As 


you pass down Broadway, look up ^t 
the niches above 
the main door, 


niches designed far the sHfn<>* of 
siints and martyrs, but empty since 
the hand of the stone mason finished 
tin em. 


Out in the bay the statue of Liber*- 


ty stands on a pedestal, it is true, but 
it is an unfinished one. 
Wooden 


stairs still lead up to the entrance to 
the interior, and the lower part of 
the pedastal is frankly, not to say 
obtrusively, incomplete. 
The pedes- 


tal as designed by Uiclinxd M. Hunt 
and the pedestal as it looks today are 
two different things. 
As the erec-

wound up its business today and was 
prorogued. 
Black Rod (Gen. Sir 


Michael Bidulph) summoned the com- 
mons at about 4 o'clock to the house 
of lords to hear the king's speech. 
The royal commissioners on this oc- 
casion were the lord chancellor, Earl 
Holsbury; the duke of Idarlborough, 
Lord Ashbourne, the earl of Kintore 
and Earl Waldegrave. 


They were all attired in their peers' 


robes. 
On tho arrival of commons 


the speech was read. It says: 


"My Lords and Gentlemen—It is 


satisfactory to be able to close the 
first parliament of my reign "with tho 
assurance that the cordiality of th;i 
relations of Great Britain with the 
other powers remains undimintshed." 


A reference to China is merely con- 


gratulatory, on the attainment of an 
agreement in regard to the indem- 
nity, security for its payment und 
the punishment of the most guilty 
offenders. In regard to South Africa, 
the speech, says: 


:The progress of my forces in the 


couquestof the two republics by which 
my South African colonies have bee:i 
invaded has been steady and continu- 
ous. But, owing to the difficulty nnu 
extent of the country to be traversed, 
the length of the military operations 
lias been protracted." 


The speech refers to the signal suc- 


cess of the duke of Cornwall and 
York's visit to the colonies as "addi- 
tional proof of the patriotism, loyalty 
and devotion of the people of my do- 
minions over the .sea." 


The rest of the speech merely re- 


cords the king's satisfaction with tile 
liberal provision made for the naval 
and military services, the arrange- 
ments made for the •maintenance of 
honor and dignity of the crown, "es- 
pecially those which affect the state 
and comfort nf my royal consort,1' 
and the •authorization to change the 
royal title. It concludes: 


I earnestly commend you to the 


merciful protection and guidance of 
Almighty God." 


Beturning to the Jiouse of commons 


the members filed past the speaker, 
shaking hands with him, nnd the 
first parliament of King Edward VII. 
was ended.

NEWSPAPERS ARE BLUE. 


•London, Aug. 17.—The proroguing

The Pall 
Mall Gazette refers to the results ac- 
complished, with annotations on "the 
decay of parliamentary government" 
and "the break-down of the constitu- 
tional system." 
However this may 


be, finance was the only 'big tbing 
dealt with during the session. Even 
tho Times and Standard point out 
the decline of the authority of the 
ministers in the house of commons. 
Tha closure has been used more fre- 
quently than ever before. 


Mr. Balfour, the government loader, 


has delighted the cynics by his cool 
unconcern by walking into the house 
of commons at 11 o'clock and break- 
ing- off debate by tho closnre. 


The Statist says tbe government 


has bungled in the war and in fin- 
ance. It defines Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, 
as a "politician absolutely Ignorant 
of finance and who knows as little 
about the money market as any other 
country gentleman." 


The paper contrasts the effects of 


the enormous sums borrowed by the 
United 'States in the civil war and 
by Prance in 1870 with the fall in 
consols resulting from tbe methods 
of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, and at- 
tributes it to the government's fin- 
anciering. 
It says there is a mis- 


taken belief abroad that the resources 
of the country -have -been immensely 
exaggerated and that Gi-eat Britain 
is not so a-ich as imputed, and claims 
that the belief in tho -almost inex- 
haustible resources of Great "Britain 
has heretofore been 'one of the great 
guarantees of peace.

Some believe H. G. Burt, presi 
dent of the Union Pacific, will nls 
be president of the Southern Pacific 
as W. H. Newman, is president of th 
New York Central and Lake Shor 
roads of the Vanderbilt system 
Others contend that mnny importan 
changes are to occur iu. the Harrimai 
system.

were .soundless powder and writes to 
us to know if we would like to have 
such an article, and that is about as 
far as it ever goes. Personally, I do 
not think it possible to produce such 
an article. 
All explosions produce 


concussions and concussions produce 
sound waves. 
Even 'in tiie pneumatic 


guns there is more cr less noise, as 
well as with the blow-pipps used by 
the savag-cs. 


-There are two sources of sound in 


connection with explosion of powder 
in a g-un; the impact of the g-assus 
with the atmosphere and tlie sound 
waves produoed by the concussion in 
the barrel of (he gun. The metal is 
moved and a noise is produced. The 
noise might be lessened ot even pr=- 


eiited by use of an insulating mater- 


ial, but I doubt if it would be prac- 
ticable, as the increase in the size of 
the weapon would prevent its use. I 
see no way of preventing- the sound 
waves concurrent with tht? impact of 
the gasses with the atmosphere. 


Smokeless powder

thing-. 
That is produced by perfect 


combustion. Formerly powder left a 


residue, and as the residue was 


reduced the smoke decreased until 
now it is a minimum. It is desirable

Plants, like animals, are subject t 


ever' so many diseases, most of then 
caused by germs of one kind or an 
other. 
Such micro-organisms, -whei 


they feed en the leaves, cause \vha 
tiro called 
"rusts" 
nnd 
"smuts,1 


which 
frequently do an 
immense 


amount of damage. 
Often the fruit 


in garden or orchard, rots in the very 
nct'of ripening, and this is as like!; 
as not to be occasioned by a peculia 
bacterium known . to scienco as -the 
bacillus putrsfftciens. 


This bacillus has been chosen as : 


special favorite for the inoculation 
•work. It grows rapidly on gelatine 
and is ensily utilized, in a suitable 
solution, for injection. -Wheat, oats 
beans, sunflowers and radishes, when 
infected in this way, show symptoms 
of being unwell, 
but soon 
throw 


them off, end are thenceforth proof 
not only against "plant rot," but also 
n gainst other common maladies due 
to germs. 


The bacillus, 
in feeding- on the 


gelatine, multiplies at a great rate 
and incidentally 
develops a poison 


peculiar to itself. 
This poison, 
or 


toxin, as the experts cnll it. can be 
separated from the g-crins themselves 
by a simple process of filtering. Then 
it may ba used by itself in making 
the injections, and, as so far shown, 
it has tiie same effects in rendering 
the plant 
immune. It appears io 


communicate the symptoms 
of -the 


complaint without the actual malady, 
but the result is equally satisfactory. 


It hns -beflii ascertained, however, 


that inoculation is not really neces- 
sary, inasmuch as the same effects 
may be secured by simply watering 
the plants with the ger.m culture, or 
•with the -toxin derived 
therefrom. 


Such being1 the case, it might be easy 
for farmers to obtain immunity for 
their crops by distributing the rem- 
edy—or, one should rather say, pre- 
ventive—over tlifir fields. A tub- 
full of bacterial culture once secured 
from a laboratory, or possibly fur- 
nished 
by the g-overnnient, 
there 


•would be no difficulty in -making1 up 
the preparation by tlm 
hogshead, 


employing a dilute beef tea or other 
suitable solution of reasonable cheap- 
ness for the 
pvopogation 
'of 
'the 


germs. 


The loss occasioned to farmers in 


this county annually by germ dis- 
eases -which 
attack 
the 
growing 


plants is gigantic, and the prospect 
that such maladies may be combated 
by preventive inoculation naturally 
excites 
much 
hopeful 
interest. 


Whereas some of these germs are bac- 
teria, the great majority of .them are 
microscopic fungi. There arc thous- 
ands of species of such fungi, para- 
sitic in habit, whose spores (corres- 
ponding to s?eds) are always float- 
ing about in the air. Their depreda- 
tions, when 
exceptionally 
severe, 


used to be regarded ns plagues sent 
by a displeased Providence, but such 
matters are better understood now- 
adays, and our own department of 
agriculture lias made n special study 
of metis for fighting the pests. 


It has also been discovered recent- 


ly that plants may be made more vig- 
orous by watering them, with oxygen- 
ated water and that they 
may be 


rendered more resistant 
to disease 


by inoculating them with apple acid 
or grape acid. 
These acids are fa- 


miliar commercial products and ensily 
obtained, though it is not suggested 
that it would be worth any farmer's 
while to purchase them for such a 
purpose. 


The study of 
germ 
diseases of 


plants occupies the entire attention 
of a division of the department of 
agriculture. 
Every now and then a 


plague of one kind or another breaks 
out in this region or that, and ex- 
perts are scut to the locality to make 
a study of it. 
Parts of the afflicted 


plants are sent to Washington and 
the responsible fungi or bacteria arc 
propogated in glass tubes. 
The cul- 


tures thus obtained are used for in- 
oculating healthy plants, and if the 
malady is reproduced, it is known 
that the germ has be«i iuccsssfully 
identified. 
Then it remains to wntcli 


its life history and to find out what 


will kill it most quickly and surely

The 
balHe would have been lost anyway, 
probably, but all hope of success was 
thrown away when Lyon, become anx- 
ious for the fate of Sigel, suspended ac- 
tion on Ids own field, where all was go- 
ing well. In order to succor Sigel's lino, 
lie iiad already been wounded three 
times and also dismounted by thu death 
of Ids battle horse. 


Before Lyon could get through Hie

The Confederates turned 
swiftly upon Lyon. attacking from two 
directions.
